Persia Backs 


Mandate Claims.

GENEVA, Sept. 9.—The league of 
nations will blockade the United States 
if America attempts to send supplies 
to any state which ‘the league members 
are blockading. 

This opinion was voiced by Sig. 
Schanzer of Italy, chairman of the 
subcommittee of the blockade commis- 
sion, which was selected téday to de 
vise a means for applying blockades. 

Lord Robert Cecil raised the ques- 
tion when he declared that the “old 
cenrmittees had made no suggestions 
as to what should be done in case a 
state outside of the league was sending 
supplies to a state which league mem- 
bers were blockading.” This was taken 
as a reference to the United States. 

Would Blockade United States. 

Sig. Schanzer, replying, said: 

“This is a question which the old 
committee could not solve. There 
seems to’ me to be only two alterna- 
tives. First, make special arrange- 
ments with the state in question, or, 
second, blockade it, too. It seems to 
me the logical thing would be to block- 
ade the state also.” 

M. Viviani of France insisted that a 
state of war existed ipso facto as soon 
as a covenant was broken or violated. 

Lord Robert recalled that when the 
covenant was drafted, representatives 
of several governrments were inclined 
to take this point of view, ‘pointing out 
that their governments alone had the 
right to declare war and for this reason 
it was agreed that when the covenant 
was broken it would be regarded as an 
act of war. 

| Asks Loan for Rassia. 

Dr. Nansen submitted a long report 
on Russia. He intimated that a loan of 
$150,000,000 to the soviet government 
would enable them to feed the famine 
stricken population. He asked all na- 
tions, particularly those which were 
enriched during the war, meaning the 
United States, to participate in the 
loan.

WOOLWINE SAYS 
CALIFORNIA LAW 
IS BLIND TO SEX 


ToProcecuteM adelynn 


_. on Merits of Case. 


Chicago jurymen who bring in ver- 
dicts of “ Not guilty!” for feminine man- 
killers were called Sir Galahads in re- 
verse English last night by Thomas 
Lee Woolwine, district attorney of Los 
Angeles county, who will prosecute 
Madelynn Obenchain and Arthur C. 
Burch in November for the murder of 
J. Belton Kennedy. 

Mr. Woolwine, interviewed last night 
at the Hotel La Salle, denied that he 
had come to Chicago to seek new 
evidence implicating the couple. He 
said he was here to get depositions in 
another case and to visit with his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Elton A. Herrick, 5063 Ken- 
more avenue. 

“Women of the vampire type,” said 


Mr. Woolwine, “‘ have felt for a long 
time that they could kill men with 
impunity, because it’s usually impossi- 
ble to get juries to convict them.. This 
has ¢ome about through a false idea 
of chivalry. 

Draws Local Comparison. 

“When a woman leaves the pale of 
true womanhood and kills a human 
being she should not be immune from 
punishment. She is entitled to no ad- 
vantage. 

“A Chicago jury lets a ‘dolled up’ 
murderess go free, but sends to jail 
a 60 year old Vera Trepagnier. 

“While I have no means of knowing 
what the Los Angeles jury will do, 
it’s my opinion that Mrs. Obenchain 
and Burch are guilty of murder.” | 

“ Are you going to ask the death pen- 
alty for Madelynn?” he was asked. 

“I cannot commit myself now,” he 
said. “But out in Los Angeles they 
say I have a way with juries when a 
woman is on trial for killing a man. 
Only this winter a life sentence was 
given Mrs. Loulsee L. Peete, a well to 
do Denver woman, who killed Jacob C. 
Denton, a mining man, and then 
buried the body in a cellar. I also 
convicted another woman of man- 
slaughter.” 

Corrects Erroneous Reports. 

The oft repeated story that, in spite 
of circumstantial evidence, the state 
could not convict Mrs. Obenchain and 
Burch because of certain California 
laws was denied by Mr. Woolwine. 

“In the Peete prosecution, ten jurors 
voted for hanging—all on circumstan- 
tial evidence,” he said. “ Persons not 
only can be convicted in California on 
circumstantial evidence but they can 
get the death penalty.” 

Mr. Woolwine has been district at- 
torney of Los Angeles county for sev- 
en years. He has handled the prosecu- 
tion successfully in a number of fa- 
mous cases, including the conviction of 
Mathew A. Schmidt for first degree 
murder in the Los Angeles Times 
bombing; the “bread trust” officials 
two years ago, and Harry New, son of 
Senator New of Indiana, for the mur- 
der of Miss Freda Lesser. |
